An effort that has brought 
in the good work of our U. S, 


Senators, as well as our own 


Congressman Dwight Rogers 
channeled down to the individ- 
uals of the community has 
brought its reward — the sell- 
ing of the two migratory farm 
labor camps to the local Hous- 
ing Authority, and the selling 
of the three in the Pahokee area 
tothe Pahokee Housing Author- 
ity. 

A part of this whole effort 
brought the local hospital sev- 
eral years ago from the same 
original source, 

Congressmen authorized the 
transfer of the eight housing 
projects for migratory farm la- 
Dor to cooperative farmers’ or- 
ganizations or semi-public au- 


thorities such as we have. La- . 


vor unions in the west, farmers 
cooperatives in the southwest 
and private individuals in a 
number of places attempted to 
secure the camps at their own 
convenient terms and advan- 
tages. 


The local Authority took the 
stand that Congress intended to 
make the housing available for 
the respective communities at 
no cost if they would operate 
the facilities for the benefit of 
the laborers and the farmers 
of the commfnity. 


Bureaucrats with various 
ideas of prolonging their own 
jobs, and legal minds with pe- 
culiar quirks in their thinking 
and just stubborn federal em- 
ployees with the foot-on-your- 
neck attitude found persistent 
advocates for the local ideas. 

As of the 24th of February 
the Belle Glade Housing Au- 
thority is operating the Okee- 
chobee and Osceola Camps un- 
der their own ownership. In 
addition the government has 
appropriated approximately 
rehabilitation of 
the two camps under the super- 
vision of the Camp Manage- 
ment.
